The above natter hiss been referred to ae by Thomas L. Hickey for appropiate 
dlspoaal. 

Mr. Carr was discharged by the H. L. A F. McBride company of Goshen, New 
York for being drunk on the Job. This occurred while Mr. Carr was laying 
over for a ten hour period at the company's terminal at Arkport, New York. 

Instead of aleeping, as the lay over period is intended, Mr. Carr, and 
of the Arkport drivers spent this tine drinking, and attending sane 
other affair. This in its aelf, was not too bad, but Mr. Carr returned to 
duty in tnls condition, and got into a truck and drove it. 

The company iroduced five statements signed by drivers, and nechanics, who 
vers in the Arkport Terminal at the tine this happened, to the effect that 
Mr. Carr was glaasy eyed, his speech was affected, his language was profane, 
and his breath smelled of alcohol. 


In addition to this, I went to the Arkport terminal, and interviewed sine 
of the nen who signed these statements, and further, interviewed seme of 
the nen Who were with Mr. Carr on his night out. I could find nothing, 
which would indicate that Mr. Carr was framed, or that he was not in the 
mndltlon ths company claimed he was. The men he was out with, admitted 
that they had several drinks, and that Fred Carr took a belligerant atti¬ 
tude toward seen of the people in the garage, when they took him back to 
go to work. 

Mr. Carr was placed on another Job, when it became evident that the company 
had a good case agalnnt him. He left this other Job of his own accord, as 
far aa I know, and haii never reported to me, to this day, that he was out 
of work. 

I believe this to be a full and honest report of what took place. If there 
la anything further you would like to know, please feel free to write at 
your convenience.
